WASHINGTON — The question 
of formally declaring the sense of 
Congress to favor criminal prosecu- 
tion of the Standard Oi! and To- 
bacco trust defendants will —be 
fought out in the open Senate.

It was, however, as premier of New 
South Wales that the present high com- 
missioner brought about a conference of 
the premiers of the various states (then 
colonics) Australia to advance the 
federal movement. He was one of the 
leading members of the national con- 
vention which framed the commonwealth 
constitution in 1897-98, ance was elected 
one of the members of the first federal 
Parliament. He was several times re- 
elected. He was leader of the opposition 
when the Labor government was defeated 
in 1904 and then became prime minister,

The monthly sheet gives the total reports 
for such a period and the summary of 
this is carried forward the yearly 
sheet.

CHICAGO—Authorization of a $200,- 
000,000 mortgage by Chicago & Western 
Indiana in accordance with plans for 
purchase of Chicago Union Transfer rail- 
way, including 4000 acres and 100 miles 
of track at southwestern limits of 
Chicago. Trackage be increased to 
probably 600 miles the vard used 
for interchange of cars by Grand Trunk, 
Wabash, Erie, Chicago, Indianapolis & 
Louisville, Chicago & Eastern Illinois, 
Atchison, Rock Island, Illinois Central, 
Pennsylvania, Burlington, Soo line, 
Chesapeake & Ohio and Pere Marquette. 

It is planned to sell only sfiall amounts 
in the near future. Approximately $50,- 
000,000 bonds are reserved for refunding 
present indebtedness of Chicago & West- 
ern Indiana. 

In connection with Chicago & Western 
Indiana’s lease of Union Transfer Com- 
pany to Belt railway, latter increased 
its capital stock from $1,200,000 to 
$5,000,000. Lease will run 15 years at 
‘rental equa! to interest on bonds to be 
issued in payment therefor and for im- 
‘provements. Existing leases of Western 
Indiana to Belt railway will be read- 
justed so that rentals will equal interest 
at 4% per cent on $14,000,000, assumed 
to be present value of Belt properties:

Half of authorized issue is reserved 
for corporate purposes of Western Indi- 
ana, one-quarter to refund prior issues, 
and one-quarter for improvements on 
Belt railway, including purchase of 
Stickney tract. 


MAINE DEPOSITS 
ARE INCREASED 


AUGUSTA, the 
Maine savings banks were increased al- 
most $1,000,000 the past year, according 
to the semi-annual statement of State 


Bank Commissioner Robert F. Dunton. 
They amounted to $89,503,613 on April 
27. Savings deposits in trust and bank- 
ing companies amounted to $24,034,427, 
or more than $2,000,000 in excess of one 
year ago. The federal report on savings 
deposits in national banks on July 15 
shows $22,318,713 in Maine, as against 
$18,670,068 a year ago. 

The savings deposits in the three 
classes of banks aggregate, $135,856,753, 
or $183 per capita, as against an aggre- 
gate of $129,822,863 a year ago, or $174.87 
per capita. The loan and building asso- 
ciations show a corresponding prosperity 
on the part of the people.

TEMPORARY LULL PREVAILS 


IN THE 


SHOE INDUSTRY 


Buyers Postpone Contracting as Long as Possible in Hope 
of Obtaining Price Concessions—Firm and Advanc- 


ing Market for Leather 


An August dulness pervades the shoe | 


market. What buyers there are here 
are not sufficient to cause much notice 
and as their purchases average small, they 
naturally confine their trading to a few 
houses. However, this is by no means 
a criterion shoe conditions, for the 
mail is now the principal medium which 
manufactuférs look to for business. 

While there has been a fair amount of 
orders for future shipment received of 
late/ the trade in general is still on the 
waiting list, and it is the consefisus of 
opinion that buyers will postpone their 
contracting until concessions are 
tainable or strength now manifested is 
firmly held inside the limits when order- 
ing cannot longer be delayed. 

Reports from all sides preclude the 
possibility of any slump in prices this 
year at least. Though similar events in 
the past have been such us to warrant 
interested persons in being skeptical re- 
garding the stability of increased values, 
the upward market is too well estab- 
lished, and its firmness has been too 
gradual to justify a belief that present 
conditions are unreliable. As a matter 
of fact, the summer pull-off hide ad- 
vanced Yc. last week, which certainly 
would not have a weakening effect upon 
side leather. : 

Furthermore, it can’t be denied that 
shoe manufacturers are closely watching 
the whole situation, and im view of the 
sharp competition between them, it must 
be evident that concessions would soon 
come to the surface if an easier leather 
market was in sight; therefore the buy- 
ers really have an agency figuring if 
their interest and statements from such 
sources ought to carry with them more 
or less conviction. 

Inquiry along this line showed many 
conservative merchantg who believed 
that prices would be even higher than 
they are now, and stated as an evidence 
ef their belief that all accepted orders 
were provided for without delay, s0 con- 
sidering the situation as it is ‘today, 
prices are more likely to advance than 
they aré to recede. 

Scarcely anything new developéd in 
any of the different lines of shoes during 
the past week. The manufacturers in- 
terviewed claimed that the larger part 
of the orders com#fg in were mostly for 
small lots which served to keep the fac- 
tories fairly busy. 

The men’s fine grade is moving stead- 
ily with orders of medium size the rule. 
A fair reserve has accumulated which 
will give the factories a good start when 
they open for the fall run. The medium 
grades are having a few contracts of- 
fered for acceptance, but they passess 
little value on account of price and other 
stipulations. The plants are busy but

Upper stock for both of 
the above: grades shows a reduced as- 
sortment, gun metal, tan and velour 
calf, with a limited amount of patent 
leather, comprising the variety. 

Chrome side leather and elk shoes for 
heavy wear, together with kangaroo, 
satin and split goods have been largely 
sampled, buf thus far lightly ordered. 
Buyers do not yet seem reconciled to the 
advance demanded, consequently the ‘re- 
sults attending their postponement of| 
contracts are difficult to conjecture. The) 
ooze split shoe has proved a profitable 
innovation, and its wearing quality has 
successfully stood the rough usage tu 
which workingmen subject it. It has 
filled a want in the boys’, youths’, misses’ 
and children’s lines which nothing else 
would have done, 
it is Browing rapidly, 

The warm goods trade is active. 
Orders held for shipping dates have been 
written for, and duplicates have begun 
to come in. It is reported tuat the total 
sales of 1911 have already been exceeded. 

The men’s low priced Christmas slip- 
per is almost obsolete, but a black and 
tan leather in opera and Romeo pat- 
terns has taken its place and factories 
are now quite busy with a prospective 
run of several months. 

While Lynn and Haverhill manufac- 
turers of ladies’ footwear do not claim 
the receipt of many orders for the fu- 
tue, the factories are running with 
nearly a full working force. 
that low cuts have not been as popular 
as Was expected, but in that reports 
vary, several concerns showing a record 
output. The upper stock varieties re- 
main the same, except it be that patent | 
leather is not selling as well. The Good- 
year welt shoe is more im evidence every 
season, gradually getting into the lower 
grades. 

Manufacturers of misses’ and chil- 
dren’s shoes express satisfaction with 
the present situation, and some are now 
and have been working their factories 
up to the limit. Infants’ turned shoes, 
sizes 2-5 and % are dragging a little. 
Daily orders are received, but the future 
wants remain to be heard from. 


Reports from the leather dealers par- 
take of a stereotyped character, a firm 
and advancing market being constantly 
predicted. One of the larger tanners 
stated that the price of sole leather 
must be in parity with the latest ad- 
vance in hides, and all other tannages 
also,, therefore he contended that values 
might take another rise. 

The weekly sales of hemlock sole 
leather vary so little that a certain 
amount of business can be depended 
upon, but conservative buying seldom 
gives that degree of activity which is 
noticeable in good times. The orders

Unless something can be 
done by the government to prevent this 
force gaining impetus, they will stand a 
very good chance of being defeated at the 
next general election. 

It is commonly understood that it is a 
recognition of this which led to the adop- 
tion of the new land policy. 
the insurance act has, up to now, 
distinctly unpopular measure. Nobody 
is more willing to admit that than mem- 
bers of the Liberal side of the House. 

The Unionists calculate that, if a gen- 
eral election can be forced before the 
country realizes any benefits from the 
scheme, the Liberal fortunes will be as- 
sailed at their lowest ebb.

SENSE OF COMRADESHIP FELT 
AS INFLUENCE IN EDUCATION 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LEEDS, England—Mr. Sadler, vice- 
chancellor of Leeds University, is gener- 
ally recognized today as a leading author- 
| ity on English educational matters, and 
| the speech he made recently at the Leeds 
Modern school added another to the 
many interesting pronouncements he has 
made on the subject. 

English education, he said, was not so 
much an organized system as a variety 
of states of mind, some reflecting ancient 
traditions, and others new aspirations 
which had been brought into being by 
| the stress of modern life. In this way 
four strong currents of feeling were forc- 
ing their way into English education. 

One of these had its source in those 
working men, relatively feW in number 
but influential through their courage and 
character, who were more concerned with 


worker opportunities of study and mental | 
training alongside of his wage-earning | 
}employment, and in continued comrade- 
ship with members of his own class. 

A second current was due to the dis- 
satisfaction of many women with what 
they felt to be the habitual under- 
estimate of their claims to be regarded 


as intellectually and administratively awake.

The fourth current was a new and

| impossible. The larger the concern, the 
wider its field of operations and the more 
extensive its custom, the greater its advantage over the small con- 
cern. To discover some means whereby occupation may be 
reserved to the sinall dealer while the interests of the consumer are 
kept fully in view, is a task that merits the best thought of the best 
thinkers of the times. 

Solution of the problem seems to rest in the other and equally 
complex problem of distribution. The two, in fact, are inextrica- 
bly bound together. Today, in almost every considerable commu- 
nity of the country, efforts are being made to solve them both. It 
has become clear to those who engaged a short time ago in estab- 
lishing municipal markets for price-cutting purposes that this kind 
of competition i@ as unfair as any the period has had to deal with, 
and the idea that the small shopkeeper should be dispensed with 
has practically been abandoned. The disposition in some quarters 
for a while was to regard the small shopkeeper as a middleman and 
a parasite. A more careful inquiry into the matter, however, 
revealed him in a much better light. It was shown, for instance, 
that he paid taxes, employed labor, and generally speaking con- 
tributed his full proportion to the maintenance and welfare of his 
community. Moreover, it was discovered that if the small shop- 
keeper and the class known as middlemen should be eliminated, a 
very valuable section of the consuming population would be deprived 
of the means of contributing to the maintenance and welfare of 
communities, that consumption would fall off and that the economic 
situation would be made less satisfactory than ever. 
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But a readjustment of views in this respect has not settled the 
question of distribution and cost. It still remains as true as ever 
ihat every avenue of trade is crowded, that competition between 
dealers in the same line 1s increasing the cost of doing business, and 
that the consumer must eventually pay the bill. There are panaceas 
without number. The trouble with most of them is that they under- 
take to do too many things.at one time. It would seem that one 
of the first steps to be taken should be in the direction of improving 
and cheapening transportation facilities, and_that this might be best 
Lrought about by the more extensive employment of the lighter sys- 
tem of railroads. ‘lime and again the effort has been made in dif- 
ferent parts of the country to combine the urban with the-.suburban 
and interurban trolley systems in trafhe arrangements that would 
enable them to bring to the populous centers, and distribute, through 
the night if necessary, the products of the farm and garden, and 
thus far these efforts, for one reason or another, have beenyunsuc- 
cessful. But they will not always be unsuccessful. They will be 
renewed until experiment in this particular shall, at least, have a 
fair opportunity of demonstrating what can be done. Here is a 
matter upon which the earnest people who are striving to solve the 
present economic problems in daily life might well concentrate 
their thought and energies. 


A RECENT arrival in this country from the 
Philippines confirms what other representa- 
tive business men of the archipelago have 
told in the recent past regarding the desire of 
its industrial and commercial interests for 
closer business intercourse with the United 
States. The Philippines are producing for 
export more than the United States is at 
present ready to absorb. American capital 
is not directed toward the Philippines as the 
Philippines think it should be. European capital sees the oppor- 
tunity and is taking advantage of it. Thus, according to this latest 
informant, agents of European enterprises are looking over the 
ground carefully with the view of making investments. As a con- 
sequence of this, the Philippine pre iucer 1s looking to Europe for 
custom which he would much rather find in the United States. Trade 
is reciprocal the world over, and if the capital of Europe seeks and 
finds employment in the Philippines, Philippine trade will naturally 
flow in that direction. 

The visitor from the Orient who has our attention at present 
is quite frank in his presentation of the situation. He points out 
that there is a yearly increase of 20 per cent in the exports and 
imports of Manila, and that the bulk of the imports at present come 
from the United States, “but,” he says, “owing to the time consumed 
in getting them there, and to other reasons, there is danger of 
Europe capturing a great deal of the trade in certain lines.” ’ It 
appears that goods shipped from eastern ports of the United 
States require two months in transit; goods from the west coast 
consume a month on the way. Not only is speedier communication 
desirable and actually necessary to the maintenance of trade rela- 
tionship of a satisfactory character with the Philippines, but Amer- 
ican manufacturers and merchants must take greater pains in pack- 
ing. In goods that are received by Philippine importers from Eng- 
land and Germany the breakage is only 24% per cent; in goods 
exported from the United States the breakage will run generally to 
10 per cent. Similar complaints have been made from South 
America. Consuls and commercial agents have repeatedly called 
attention to the harm done American trade throughout the Latin 
countries by careless packing. It brings with it to other countries 
an impression of inefficiency which is not wholly overcome by the 
high standard of American manufactures. 


Summed up, the idea conveyed bv the latest message from the 
Asiatic possessions amounts to this, that the Philippines are not only 
ready and willing, but eager, to do a much larger business with the 
United States than they are doing at present. There is, of course, 
no disposition in this country to monopolize the island trade, nor to 
deprive Europe‘of a legitimate share of it, but it will hardly be wise 
for the United States, in view of all the circumstances, to be or to 
seem indifferent to the friendly disposition of the possessions.

CONTEMPLATING such skill as is being shown 
by’ American archers this week in the 
Harvard stadium the query naturally arises, 
why this sport that lends itself so readily to 
competition of a gentlemanly and refined kind 
has not been internationalized. Practise of 
the sport has traditions of custom and favor- 
ing public attention that make it one of the 
forms of achievement in which Britons, espe- 
cially the English, are conspicuously success- 
ful. It should be a comparatively easy matter to arrange occasional 
if not annual competitions between American and British teams, and 
thus to create another link in the chain that ties the two peoples 
together. The Boston meet should make it clear who the 
American team might be, and other details as to issuing the chal- 
lenge and financing the plan could be worked out later. 

A team of American archers visiting England would show 
fewer of those characteristics that English sporting critics are wont 
to find prominent and objectionable in American athletes than 
almost any other aggregation would present. Archery is the least 
professionalized, most amateur and least notorious of the American 
out-of-door sports, with fewest of its patrons achieving fame 
because of repetitious publicity. This would be manifest equally 
well were British archers to visit the States. They, it seems, should 
cross the ocean first, as they are more wonted to the sport and have 
done more to formulate its customs and exemplify its achievements.

was created. For experience has proved that with the interrelated 
interests of corporations owning both railways and steamship lines 
it is impossible to defend the public's interests in dealing with one 
group without also having authority over the other. Indeed, so far 
has public resentment gone as the result of the antisocial policy of 
the uncontrolled dual combine, that 1n respect to this particular item, 
national property, Congress is inclined to insist that there shall be 
left no chance for any customary manipulation of steamship rates 
by persons or. corporations also owning compéting railroads. 

If there is to be quasi-judicial, quasi-legislative authority cen- 
tered in a group of men at Washington to determine traffic rates 
for the nation, of necessity it should be inclusive, not partial, con- 
trol. Coastwise trade and interoceanic business cannot logically 
be given greater exemption from control than commerce originating 
and culminating on land. The commissioners have seen this for 
some time; the country for a shorter period. Now the exigencies 
of politics and sharp differences of opinion as to administrative pol- 
icies in the Panama Zone are making the railways more favorable 
to the plan; chiefly, however, as a matter of tactics in order to escape 
more drastic action.

and $7 a ton. There is reason to believe Per Ton 
that it will be advanced to $8 a ton next win- 
ter. It has already advanced to $7 a ton in 
New York and Brooklyn. The prospects are that the price for 
October delivery throughout the Boston district will be $7 or higher. 
The first advance of note this year, it will be remembered, followed 
the settlement of the Pennsylvania strike. In order that the opera- 
tors might recoup the loss incident to an advance in the wages of the 
miners, 25 per cent was added to the price per ton to be produced by 
these miners. The allegation was promptly made that thé advance 
would mean a profit to the operators far in excess of the loss to them 
occasioned by the increase of wages. This and other phases of the 
matter were taken up by Congress, and an investigation has been 
ordered. Long before the inquiry can have any results, the winter 
will have passed and the increased toll on fuel will have been col- 
lected. 

It is held by the operators of the mines, and by those speaking 
for them, that the advance in price next fall and winter will be 
due altogether to the suspension of mining in April and May, and 
to a shortage of labor in June. These conditions, it is held, have 
caused a deficit of from 9,000,000 to 10,000,000 tons in the year’s 
supply of coal. During July 1,500,000 tons above the normal were 
produced, and production bids fair to continue at this rate; but even 
then the shortage by the time the winter sets in will be about 6,500,- 
000 tons. The consolation is held out that this shortage, by use of 
soft coal and other substitutes for anthracite, may be somewhat 
reduced. A section of the public, that is, will be driven to burning 
coal that will contaminate the atmosphere, and to the practise of 
other economies, in order that conditions arising from last spring's 
misunderstanding between the operators and men may adjust them- 
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selves. Middlemen, taking advantage of the shortage and follow- 
ing the example set by the mine-owners, will charge a premium upon 
the stocks on hand. 

It is difficult to see how this state of things can be remedied 
now; that is, remedied so as to relieve the present situation. The 
time for action with this end in view was early last spring, before 
the suspension of mining began. Prevention then would have been 
worth more than tons of cure now. As usual the operators and the 
miners could not, or thought they could not, agree. As usual, they 
had to have a contest, a trial of strength. As usual, they had to 
“fight it out.” If all this concerned themselves only there would 
be less excuse for criticizing or condemning it as childish and non- 
sensical, and inimical to sound public policy. It concerned millions 
of consumers, however, and these consumers, not the operators or 
the miners, are now compelled to meet the cost. 

Whatever else the pending investigation may accomplish, the 
public, too long the victim in all such cases, will be greatly disap- 
pointed 1f some means are not devised which will prevent a recur- 
rence at the mines of the conditions that portend hardship for tens 
of thousands of people the coming winter.

The Confer 
point to be emphasized in considering this || | 
assembly is the clear evidence it futnishes of ~ wae 
how callings old and new, that formerly were entirely individualistic 
in their modes of existence, are becoming socialized. Today not 
only do municipal officials meet with students of evolution of politi- 
cal organizations and with publicists in annual deliberations respect- 
ing ideals of city government, but also mayors meet by themselves, 
chiefs of police by themselves, municipal accountants by them- 
selves, and also park superintendents. . Time was when annual con- 
ference On principles and details of conduct was confined mainly to 
a limited number of the older callings of mankind, by men who had 
traditions and codes handed down from generatton to generation. 
Now there are comparatively few forms of human activity in the 
Occident that are not socialized and organized to the extent of pro- 
viding for occasional assemblies where attrition of thought on 
thought may do its useful work. 

Not only are racial, national, religious; and ethical solidarities 
being created by contemporary society's facility in travel whereby 
nen and women who have common ends can, at comparatively small 
expense, journey from afar to a focal point for conference and 
mutual inspiration. Professional and vocational solidarities are 
being built up today by the same new factors in social evolution. 
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OVER a vast expanse of territory in the 
United States it is impossible to see how any | 
study could be recommended for public | 
school children, aside from those studies 
recognized as primarily essential, that would 
have greater ultimate value for the nation 
than conservation of natugal resources. Per- 
haps it is not right to place any geographical 
limitations whatever on this study, even 
though it is apparently of greater importance 
to those in the newer than to those in the more settled portions of 
the land. Not to go too far afield im this connection, but rather to 
confine attention to a phase of pressing moment, the idea of teach- 
ing the children of the Mississippi valley how its water and soil 
may be conserved, and how, through this conservation, power, indus- 
try and immeasurable wealth may be developed, is most appealing. 

There has been a great awakening on the subject of floodwaters 
and floods, storage and distribution, during the last few months. 
Nothing in years has contributed so much as the freshets of last 
spring toward the enlightenment of the public on these subjects. 
Many thousands who, up to that time, were disposed to accept the 
annual freshets as unavoidable and entirely to be expected, and 
impossible to escape—and many thousands of others who, up to that 
time, were disposed to regard the levee as the only means of defense 
against destructive overflows—have learned that the whole system 
of treatment of freshets and floods in the Mississippi valley can be 
changed to the profit of its millions of inhabitants, and that it must 
be changed. | : 

The school children who are growing up in the valley will soon 
be voters. They should be prepared in school for the intelligent 
exercise of all their functions as citizens, and among these there 
is not likely to be in the next ten or fifteen years any that will merit 
inore certainly their best thought and the exercise of their best judg- 
ment than that of enlisting the nation in the stupendous and abso- 
lutely necessary task of husbanding all of its natural resources. 
There is vastly more wealth flowing down, in dilution, through the 
great rivers of the Mississippi valley to the gulf of Mexico than 
can be gathered from all of the nation’s mines. The water that 
might be stored and employed in the creation of power and for irri- 
gation is washing the soil from millions of square miles of land 
annually. The waters that are working incalculable destruction, 
could, and must, be made to enrich the land they are now impov- 
crishing. Nothing short of widespread education on the subject will 
bring about the movement necessary to actiOn upon the tremendous 
scale requisite, and only the public schools can supply this education. 
The present generation is waking up to a realization of the deplor- 
able fact that the Mississippi valley, which for countless years should 
continue to be, as it once was, the bread basket of the world, is 
actually nearing the point where it will be unable to meet the needs 
of its own people. The next generation must be so trained that it 
will not only see the evils that lead to this deplorable state of things, 
but be able to remove them.
